Was  appointed  Assistant  Examiner  in  the  United  States  Patent  Office  in  19o6 
and  remained  in  such  employ  until  March,  1909.

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Again  we  were  forced  to  accept  defeat;  this 
time  at  the  hands  of  Fishbnrne  on  the  sixth  day  of 
November.

The  Baseball  Season 


HE  space  in  the  Recall  allotted  to  baseball  must  be  filled  with 
speculations  and  prophecies  rather  than  with  facts.  As  this  is 
being  written,  April  9th,  Clay  Bowl  is  covered  with  an  inch  of 
water,  the  result  of  a  fair-sized  snow  that  fell  yesterday,  Easter 
Sunday.  A  game  with  Bridgewater,  scheduled  for  to-day,  is  can¬ 
celled.  The  condition  of  the  field  to-day  and  of  the  weather  yes¬ 
terday  are  but  good  specimens  of  what  we  have  had  to  contend 
with  since  the  first  call  for  candidates  was  issued  on  March  6th  ; 
frequently  practice  has  been  rendered  impossible,  while  the  work  we  have  been 
able  to  do  has  not  been  done  under  the  most  satisfactory  conditions.  Conse¬ 
quently,  little  opportunity  has  been  afforded  to  collect  the  material  for  an 
account  of  men  and  performances,  and  the  record  of  the  few  old  men  who  for¬ 
merly  wore  the  blue  and  gray,  and  appearances,  after  little  observation,  form 
the  basis  for  our  conjectures  regarding  the  season  that  is  yet  to  come. 

In  the  number  of  men  who  don  their  togs  and  appear  on  the  field  between 
showers  and  freezes,  we  are  unusually  well  off.  The  first  call  of  Captain 
Roper's  was  responded  to  by  some  thirty-odd  candidates,  most  of  whom  are 
still  with  the  fold,  all  making  the  other  fellow  “scratch”  for  the  coveted  place 
on  the  Varsity.  Of  this  number  of  aspirants  for  positions  in  the  diamond’s 
first  line  of  defense  there  are  but  three  letter  men  and  one  substitute  of  last 
year’s  team ;  the  others  are,  for  the  most  part,  men  that  have  never  appeared 
in  Roller  uniform  before. 

The  three  letter  men  are:  Roper,  Scott,  and  Moore:  the  substitute,  Mc¬ 
Whorter. 

We  confidently  expect  great  things  of  Captain  Roper.  Last  year  he 
played  a  stellar  game  at  shortstop,  and  thus  far  he  looks  even  better  than  then. 
Few  preparatory  schools  can  boast  of  bis  peer  as  an  infielder.  He  is  fast, 
covers  a  vast  amount  of  ground,  is  a  sure  fielder,  a  splendid  thrower.  The 
team  is  fortunate  who  has  for  its  captain  such  a  man  as  Roper.  He  is  a  good 
leader,  a  hard  and  faithful  worker  (he  being  always  the  first  to  appear  on  the 
field  and  the  last  to  leave  it).  The  interest  of  the  team  is  always  foremost 
with  him,  and  he  consistently  exerts  himself  to  the  utmost  to  contribute  to 
its  success. 
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As  a  running  mate,  Roper  has  Scott  as  his  assistant  captain.  “Red”  is 
holding  down  the  first  corner  in  high-class  style.  He  is  always  in  the  game 
till  the  last  man  is  out  in  the  ninth,  and  his  aggressiveness  and  “pep”  con¬ 
tribute  no  little  to  the  team’s  frame  of  mind,  both  in  practice  and  in  games, 

Moore,  who  hails  from  near  Weyers  Cave,  is  still  disposed  to  garner 
everything  that  comes  his  way  in  left  field  and  wields  the  willow  in  his  char¬ 
acteristic  manner. 

McWhorter,  a  last  year’s  substitute,  seems  to  have  won  for  himself  a  place 
in  center  field,  while  Diuguid,  whom  sickness  prevented  from  coming  out  last 
year,  is  camping  beside  him  in  right.  With  these  two  helping  Moore,  the 
outfield  is  well  taken  care  of. 

Those  men  essaying  the  mound  duties  are :  Ashley,  Eggborn,  Opple- 
man,  and  Parker,  L.  All  of  these  have  pitched  parts  of  games  and  have 
performed  creditably.  Idle  pitching  staff,  therefore,  is  well  supplied,  and 
we  need  not  fear  that  one  sore  arm  will  block  operations. 

At  present,  the  remaining  places — third  baseman,  second  baseman,  and 
catcher — are  filled  by  Hogshead,  Christian,  E.,  and  Christian,  W.,  respec¬ 
tively.  In  the  games  that  we  have  played  and  in  practice,  all  these  men  have 
given  a  good  account  of  themselves.  “Piggy”  Hogshead  at  third  and  “Coun¬ 
try”  Christian  at  second  are  making  admirable  successors  to  Captain  Ernest 
Shumake  and  Phil.  Brooks,  of  last  year’s  team,  whose  loss  we  would  ordi¬ 
narily  sorely  feel.  Behind  the  bat,  Christian,  W.,  a  former  Atlantic  City 
High  School  boy,  is  playing  a  great  game.  We  doff  our  hat  to  no  catcher 
we  have  met  with,  neither  do  we  anticipate  doing  so. 

The  team,  as  a  whole,  is  playing  a  splendid  game.  They  have  suffered 
one  overwhelming  defeat,  the  result  of  an  exceptionally  badly  played  game 
in  the  field  and  little  or  no  hitting,  but  in  the  two  other  games  their  exhibi¬ 
tions  have  been  extremely  encouraging.  They  seem  deeply  imbued  with  that 
proverbial  Roller  spirit  and  apparently  have  gone  at  their  work  filled  with 
the  do-or-die  attitude  and  are  exerting  every  effort  to  give  A.  M.  A.  a  win¬ 
ning  team.  With  a  fair  share  of  the  baseball  breaks,  we  look  forward  to 
our  team  making  a  record  worthy  of  a  place  among  those  of  other  Roller 
teams.

The  Track  Season 


S  a  pioneer,  the  A.  M.  A.  track  squad  of  1917  has  set  a  worthy 
example.  When  the  first  call  for  candidates  was  issued  in  the 
early  part  of  March  some  twenty-five  men  responded,  and  there 
has  been  no  diminution  of  the  original  number.  This,  too,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  prospects  for  meets  have  been  anything  but 
definite.  At  first  it  was  hoped  that  the  squad  would  have  an 
opportunity  to  enter  three  or  four  meets,  but  circumstances  over 
which  we  have  no  control  have  altered  the  original  plans.  The 
usual  preparatory  school  meet  at  Washington  and  Lee  has  been  called  off  on 
account  of  the  war,  and  the  proposed  dual  meet  with  Woodberry  has  been 


rendered  somewhat  uncertain 


owing 


to  the  fact  that  the  school  term  has 


been  shortened.  It  is  indicative  of  the  spirit  of  the  men  that  the  interest 
never  slackened  even  when  the  meet  at  the  University  of  Virginia  seemed 


uncertain.  Now  that  that  meet  has  been  definitely  set  for  May  12th,  the 
squad  is  working  with  a  will  and  determination  which  is  very  encouraging. 

Although  no  world-beaters  have  put  in  an  appearance  among  the  appli¬ 
cants,  the  squad  is  a  well-balanced  one,  and  numbers  several  men  who  will 
be  able  to  hold  their  own  in  preparatory  school  competition.  Prominent 
among  these  are  Captain  Bankhardt  and  Brown  in  the  quarter,  Blackstock 
in  the  sprints,  hurdles,  and  broad  jump,  Cochran  in  the  half-mile,  Bailey  in 
the  shot  put,  Birchett  in  the  sprints,  and  Lindsey  in  the  high  jump. 

Bankhardt  is  possessed  of  a  good  deal  of  speed  and  the  courage  so  neces¬ 
sary  to  a  runner.  His  work  in  the  quarter  has  steadily  improved  since  the 
first,  and  by  the  time  of  the  University  meet  he  should  be  in  shape  to  run 
well  among  the  first  prep  school  quarter-milers  in  the  State.  Brown,  in  the 
quarter,  is  a  dependable  man.  With  a  fair  amount  of  speed,  good  endur¬ 
ance,  and  a  willingness  to  fight,  he  is  a  hard  man  to  heat  in  his  class.  Black- 
stock,  the  most  versatile  man  on  the  squad,  should  prove  a  consistent  point- 
winner  in  the  hurdles  and  sprints.  Cochran,  with  no  previous  training  as  a 
runner,  has  shown  considerable  ability  as  a  half-miler,  and,  unless  called  away 
for  military  service,  will  make  a  valuable  man.  Bailey’s  great  size  and  weight 
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give  him  a  natural  advantage  in  the  shot  put  which  will  be  hard  for  his  oppo¬ 
nents  to  overcome.  «  Birchett  is  a  worthy  running  mate  to  Blackstock,  while 
Lindsey  in  the  high  jump  is  our  one  best  bet  in  that  event. 

Not  far  behind  these  men  are  Morris  in  the  half,  Weaver  in  the  quarter, 
and  Carter,  A.,  in  the  220,  and  it  may  be  that  by  the  time  this  account  appears 
these  three  last-named  men  will  have  taken  rank  among  the  point-winners  of 
the  team. 

Others  who  should  not  go  without  mention  are :  Earhart  in  the  mile, 
Hudgins  and  Hayes  in  the  shot  put,  Harwood,  E.,  and  Caperton,  E.,  in  the 
quarter  and  220,  respectively,  and  Holderness,  G.,  in  the  quarter. 

Most  things  have  small  beginnings.  If  the  1917  track  season  at  A.  M.  A. 
is  a  small  beginning  in  point  of  view  of  interest  shown,  work  accomplished, 
and  numbers  brought  out,  then  it  can  he  confidently  declared  that  the  future 
of  track  here  is  bright  indeed,  for  the  interest  has  been  unflagging,  the  work 
has  been  well  and  faithfully  done,  and  the  numbers  have  been  good  for  the 
first  year.
